his halberd or the archer with his 
cloth-yard-shaft, 
says 
A. Maurice 


Low in the Forum. The modern foot 
soldier is not only a fighting ma- 
phine, he is also a beast of burden; 
and no man can be both with success, 
The American infantryman equipped 
for war is weighted down with rifle, 
bayonet, ammunition, clothing, shel- 
ter tent, water bottle and 
haver- 


sack, in all some sixty 
pounds in 


weight. It is a common belief that 
a soldier is so strong and hardy that 
he does not feel his burden; that he 
can march ten or fifteen miles with 
sixty pounds about his body and not 
mind it; that like the well trained 
athlete, who thrives under violent 
exercise, he enjoys having to trans- 
port all this paraphernalia. Now, as 
a matter of fact, that is the one thing 
of all others which the soldier de- 
spises. He doesn't mind the fight- 
ing; he can put up with heat or cold; 
and although he may growl when his 
rations are short, he accepts that as 
part of the day's work; but to turn 
himself into a porter, to be a coolie 
and the bearer of burdens, is the 
thing he abominates, 


There is nothing more depressing 


to the spirits, nothing more devital- 
izing, nothing which makes a greater 
drain on a man than a march. There 
is nothing picturesque, nothing ex- 
hilirating, nothing to break the hor- 
f ible monotony of this seemingly in- 
terminable plodding through baking 
dust or clogged 
mud or chilling 


.snow. All the color of war has gone, 
TJiere are no bands to make men 
-forget their 
fatigue, 
no 
waving 


plumes and fluttering flags to excite 
the imagination, 
no spectators to 


stimulate pride, there is no scenery 
even. 
War is now a monochrome, 


everyone dresses the same, 
khaki 


loses its semblance of color and takes 
on the color of the dirt or *mud of 
the country through which the &rmy 
marches, and no man sees more than 
the man in front of him or the man 
on each side of him. Hour 
after 


hour this goes on; 
rifles become 


heavier, ammunition belts chafe more 
pallingly, haversacks and 
water 


bottles strike in a tender spot, shoes 
get filled with grit, which makes 
each step an agony. If after a long 
march men are thrown into action 
they have lost their vim and their 
power of resistance, and it is only 
>by sheer nerve that they are able to 
stand up to the rack. Nine times 
.out of ten infantry are sent into ac- 
tion with their 
nerves unstrung, 


simply 
because they have been 


broken down by the strain 
which 


has been put upon them. To get the 
best results out of men they should 
go into action in a perfect physical 
condition, 
but they are generally 


weakened by the drain made upon 
them. 


The remedy for 
this, a remedy 


which will not only increase the ac- 
tual physical strength of an army, 
but will also give it that mobility 
which is all-essential, is to give each 
man his own means of transporta- 
tion, that is, to mount him. The 
armies of the future will be armies 
of mounted infantry.

even frequent showers of rnin coult 
dampen, Fort Wayne people turned 
out by thousands last evening to read 
the election bulletins, eager for even 
the most fragmentary returns from 
the political buttle begun months ago 
and ended with the closing- of the 
polls yesterday. 
Never were there 


better facilites for receiving- and bul- 
letin g the results than 
those ar- 


ranged for last evening-, and in lit 
least twenty-five public places about 
the city crowds were gathered to get 
the news. 


The seekers after political informa- 


tion came down town early and 
among them were large numbers of 
ladies, who were no less interested 
than the voters who had contributed 
to the result at the polls. 
By 7 


o'clock crowds had gathered at half 
a dozen points upon the streets in the 
down town section, and among the 
very 
earliest 
returns 
were thoi 


thrown upon a screen suspended from 
the Hamilton National bank build- 
inng, at Main and Calhoun streets. 
Here the crowd quickly gathered and 
for a time this point enjoyed a 
monopoly of the public attention. 


STEREOPTICONS 
POPULAR. 


A variety of methods were usod in 


getting the returns to the people— 
the stereopticon was brought into 
lay in three or four place? at others 


strong voiced men read the messages 
to the wa'itiug multitudes, 
while 


others 
contented 
themselves 
with 


simply posting 'the typewritten tele- 
Tarns. I*, was early demonstrated 
that thfe stereopticon bulletins were 


highest favor, for they enabled 


:he greatest number of people to see 
.hem. At Main and Calhoun streets, 
a't the Journal-Gazette office, n't re- 
publican headquarters and from the 
office of the Bell Telephone company 
the lights Hashed the •hunentins as 
rapidly as they were received from 
the wires, and at each point a cheer- 
ing1 multitude in which both demo- 
crats and republicans were repre- 
sented stood in the damp chill air 
and through the occasional showers 
which fel'l during' the earlier part of 
the evening". 
Interspersed between 


the bulletins were pictures which, 
under ordinary circumstances, would 
have been enjoyed, but the crowds 
could not endorse them. It wanted 
election news. 


Private wires can-led the news to 


several of the hotels, and in the lob- 
bies other crowds read the bulletins, 
figured majorities and explained how 
it happened. This was true alike at 
the "democratic headquarters, 
the 


Standard club, the Elks' lodge rnom 
and at the Masonic Temple. 
The 


service of the Postal Telegraph com- 
pany was serioubly crippled for sev- 
eral hours by an unfortunate wire 
trouble of some sort, and this inter- 
fered -with the service of the Home 
Telephone company, which wns fur- 
nishing1 its subscribers with the Pos- 
tal bulletins. Later in the night the 
trouble was cleared up and the serv- 
ice resumed. 


WERE READY TO CHEER. 


There were no bands and no drum 


corps, though the pestiferous tin horn 
•was somewhat in evidence, and while 
in those vast crowds were hundreds 
who were sorely disappointed at 'the 
results shown, it was taken good na- 
turedly and it was a poor bulletin 
which did not evoke a vociferous ap- 
proval from one faction or another. 
It is not believed even the faintest 
pretext to cheer was overlooked in 
any instnace, for 'the bulletin an- 
nouncement that "McKinley did not 
receive a single vote in the District 
of Columbia" was vociferously ap- 
proved "before the point of the joke 
dawned upon the crowd. 
When it 


did so, the watchers enjoyed the nov- 
elty of a hearty laugh at their own 
expense. 
'The 
solidly 
republican 


states and the equally certain demo- 
cratic states were jubilantly received 
by one side or the other as they 
swung 5nto line and were welcomed 
as old friends. Pictures of the nomi- 
nees were favorites, and no display 
of either of the familiar features of 
Bryan or TVTcKinley failed to arouse 
enthusiasm.

until the discontinuance of the stere- 
opticon bulletins after 1 o'clock there 
was yet an interested audience of 
good size at each point. 


At 
each 
political 
headquarters 


many political leaders remained dur- 
ing the entire night, awaiting- the re- 
turns from 
the outside districts, 


which came in very slowly and in in- 
complete form. The gray dawn of 
the morning had come forth to bat- 
tle with the heavy pnists before the 
last of the night watchers hurried 
homeward, and immediately their 
places at headquarters were taken by 
others whose enthusiasm had sub- 
sided earlier and allowed them a few 
brief hours of sleep.
